Woman kept waiting 10 hours by new NHS 111 


An outraged woman has blasted the 
NHS as the “no health service” after 
her sister-in-law was left waiting 10 
hours for a call back from its new 
111 telephone advice service. 

Marie Black, from Ewell, contact¬ 
ed the Epsom Guardian after a dis¬ 
astrous attempt to obtain advice 
from the helpline for non-life-threat¬ 
ening medical problems, which re¬ 
placed NHS Direct in Surrey last 
week. 

Last month, the British Medical

Association wrote to Sir David 
Nicholson, chief executive of the 
NHS, calling for a delay in the ser¬ 
vice’s launch, following reports of 
severe problems in the areas 111 had 
been trialled. Patients were left wait¬ 
ing hours for call backs or were not 
able to get through to an operator. 

At midnight on Saturday, Ms 
Black’s sister-in-law, who was 


experiencing sharp pains in her 
head, called her GP surgery and was 
transferred to 111. 

After waiting on hold for 20 min¬ 
utes, her symptoms were assessed 
by the call handler, who told her she 
would receive a call back within two 
hours. No call was received during 
the night. 

Ms Black called again at 8.30am on 
Sunday, was put on hold for 30 min¬ 
utes, and told the service had been 
“extremely busy”.

The call handler could not find a 
record of Ms Black’s sister-in-law’s 
previous assessment and Ms Black 
was told she could not speak to a 
superviser. 

Concerned for her sister-in-law, 
Ms Black took her to Epsom Hospi¬ 
tal’s accident and emergency (A&E), 
which she said was “inundated 
with people who had had the same 
experience”.

Tina Mountain, chairwoman 
of Epsom and Ewell Conserva¬ 
tive Association said she was 
in tears after hearing of the 
death of the Iron Lady who 
was a “complete inspiration” 
to her. 

Ms Mountain, who met 
Baroness Thatcher in 1986 at a 
party fundraising event, the 
Blue Ball, in London, said on 
Tuesday: “I spent most of yes¬ 
terday in tears. 

“She inspired young women 
to realise their dreams. 

“They talk about the 60s 
being this wonderful time, but 
women didn’t have equal pay 
with men, we didn’t have equal 
rights. 

“But this woman became 
leader of the country in 10 
years and women realised they 
could get to the top.” 

Ms Mountain said Baroness 
Thatcher was a “true demo¬ 
crat” for breaking the power of 
the trade unions who, she be¬ 
lieves, were holding the coun¬ 
try to ransom. 

She said: “We had Arthur 
Scargill dominating the coun¬ 


try for the best part of a decade 
and he was unelected. 
“Margaret Thatcher was a 


true democrat. 

“She removed the power of 
the unelected unions. 


“I remember my 21st birth¬ 
day party couldn’t start until 
9pm because the miners were 
on strike and we had three 
hours on and three hours off 
with the electricity.” 

And a restaurant owner 
whose daughter presented a 
bouquet to Margaret Thatcher, 
said the former Prime Minister 
opened his eyes to the impor¬ 
tance of politics. 

Enam Ali, owner of Le Raj in 
Fir Tree Road, Epsom, told of 
how she touched his life when 
they met at the House of 
Commons and Epsom Downs 
Racecourse. 

Mr Ali said when she was 
seven his daughter Justine, 
now 22, gave flowers to 
Baroness Thatcher at an 
Epsom and Ewell Conservative 
Party dinner at Bourne Hall in 
Spring Street, Ewell. 

Mr Ali said: “Margaret 
Thatcher is the lady who really 
inspired me to observe politics. 
She opened my eyes as to how 
important politics is.” 

“She was a change-maker 
and we are all enjoying the 
world because of privatisation. 
She was a great woman and 
her death is a great loss for the 
country.”

Epsom’s MP has paid trib¬ 
ute to late former-Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher 
who he believes will be re¬ 
membered as “one of the 
greatest” in Britain’s politi¬ 
cal history. 

Chris Grayling, who is 
also Secretary of State for 
Justice, said the Iron Lady 
“transformed” the country 
while in office. 

He said: “She will be re¬

Private mint may produce commemorative Maggie Thatcher coin

The world’s biggest private 
mint is in negotiations with the 
Falkland Islands to create a 
range of coins commemorat¬ 
ing the late Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher. 

Taya Pobjoy, managing direc¬ 
tor of the Pobjoy Mint in Bon- 
sor Drive, Kingswood, said on 
Tuesday that since Baroness 
Thatcher’s death on Monday 
the company has been working 
with the Falkland Islands to 
develop plans for the coins, but 
would not reveal any further 
details at this point. 

She said: “A proposal has 
been passed to the Falkland 
Islands for some commemora¬ 
tive coins for Margaret 
Thatcher, which is under re¬ 
view and we await their 
response.” 

In May 2007, Baroness 
Thatcher, alongside Sir Rex 
Hunt, who had been governor 
of the islands at the time of 
their invasion, visited the mint 
to launch coins marking the 
25th anniversary of the Falk¬ 
lands War. 

The coins were produced in 
cupro nickel, silver and a 22ct 
gold that cost £555 at the time. 

A coin was given to every 
schoolchild in the Falklands as 
a memento of the liberation of 
the islands in which Baroness 
Thatcher played a key role. 

Just last month, the people of 


the Falkland Islands voted 
overwhelmingly in favour of it 
remaining a UK overseas terri¬ 
tory, in a referendum that took 
place following pressure from 
Argentina over its claims to 


the islands, 31 years after its in¬ 
vasion, which sparked the 
Falklands War. 

Ms Pobjoy said the Iron Lady, 
who struck the very first 
Anniversary of Liberation 


coin, was an “amazing 
woman”. 

She said: “All my teenage 
years were while she was 
Prime Minister so she was an 
important figure in my life. 


“We had a good day and she 
was here for hours. 

“Being the first female Prime 
Minister, she also talked to me 
about what it was like being a 
female boss.” 


‘Clarity of

Reigate and Banstead MP 
Crispin Blunt said Baroness 
Thatcher “changed the 
UK and the world for the 
better”. 

He said: “The death of 
Margaret Thatcher marks 
the passing of our greatest 
peacetime Prime Minister. 

“In 1979, Margaret 
Thatcher took the helm of a

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Six charged after violent brawl in 
street puts four men in hospital

Six men have been charged 
with affray after a man was 
stabbed in the early hours of 
Sunday. 

Shocked neighbours heard 
shouting and saw men fight¬ 
ing in the middle of London 
Road, Stoneleigh, opposite 
the Nonsuch Park gate near 
the war memorial, at 4am. 

A man was stabbed in the 
chest and two other men re¬ 
ceived head wounds during 
the fight between two fami¬ 
lies, which reportedly spilled 
out of a driveway. 

The incident caused severe 
traffic disruption in the area 
as the A24 was closed for 18 
hours. 

Police, including some offi¬ 
cers wearing gloves, were 
still at the cordoned-off 
house, 161 London Road, on 
Monday night gathering 
evidence. 

On Tuesday morning police 
confirmed that four injured 
men had been released from 
hospital. 

A neighbour, who spoke on 
the condition of anonymity, 
told the Epsom Guardian she 
heard swearing, shouting 
and fighting so looked out 
of the window at 4am 


on Sunday. 

She said: “I was quite 
frightened. They were fight¬ 
ing in the middle of the road. 
I thought one of them was 
going to get run over.” 

The woman said she saw a 
man pushed down to the 


ground at the bend and two 
other men fighting. 

She said: “You don’t want 
to be fighting in a road like 
that. It would only take one 
lorry and all of them would 
be dead.” 

Fearing for their safety, the 


woman rang the police who 
had already received calls 
and offered reassurances. 

London Road residents 
Michael, 21, Shaun, 20, and 
Dean Hays, 46, who live at the 
cordoned-off house, as well 
as Ashley, 22, and Adam 


Jeeves, 20, who live nearby in 
the same road, and Esher 
man Richard Roll, 36, have 
all been charged with affray. 

Michael Hays has also been 
charged with assault occa¬ 
sioning GBH and a seventh 
man was arrested, but then 
released without further ac¬ 
tion being taken. 

Earlier police said the 
stabbed 50-year-old as well as 
the 21-year-old and 46-year- 
old men with head injuries 
were among those arrested. 

A neighbour, who declined 
to give his name, said: “What 
I heard is that they were two 
families who were quite 
close, both in the building 
trade, but there had been 
an argument between the 
families. 

“I think it was a mixture of 
them all that got hurt.” 

A family living in the road 
said they were shocked to 
wake up and find the police 
cordon outside on Sunday 
morning. 

A man said: “It’s a bit 
shocking for Stoneleigh. You 
don’t expect this.” 

Richard Rolls, of Cran- 
brook Drive, Esher, and the 
other five men have been re¬ 
leased on bail to appear at 
South East Surrey Magis¬ 
trates’ Court on April 30.

Five illegal workers caught 


Five illegal workers have been 
caught in a raid on an Indian 
restaurant, which could face 
up to £50,000 in fines. 

Home Office immigration 
enforcement officers raided 
Lai Akash restaurant, in 
Leatherhead High Street, on 
Monday at about 2pm. 

Four Bangladeshi men, aged 
between 23 and 52, were ar¬ 
rested for over-staying their 
visas and detained pending re¬ 
moval from the UK. 

A fifth Bangladeshi man, 32, 
was escorted from the restau¬ 
rant because he also had no 
right to work in the UK. 

The restaurant could face a 
fine of up to £10,000 per illegal 
worker if unable to prove cor¬ 
rect right-to-work checks were 
performed. 

A worker at the restaurant 
said on Tuesday it believed the 
men had valid work permits. 

He said: “They are saying it

was illegal, but as far as we 
know, they had permits to 
work.” 

He said his manager was 
away in Bangladesh but was 
dealing with the issue. 

Assistant director Paul 
Smith, from the Home Office’s 
Surrey immigration enforce¬ 
ment team, said: “Illegal work¬ 
ing fuels illegal immigration, 
so businesses which don’t 
carry out the correct checks 
face being hit with fines.”

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A plaque at Epsom racecourse marks a historic event in women’s suffrage. HARDEEP MATHARU reports 


King’s horse protest 


The 100th anniversary of the 
death of a suffragette killed 
by the king’s horse at the 
Epsom Derby is to be marked 
with a plaque, a monument, 
an exhibition and a tree in the 
borough. 

Emily Davison was a leading 
member of the Women’s So¬ 
cial and Political Union 
(WSPU), an organisation 
founded by Emmeline 
Pankhurst in 1903 to demand 
votes for women. 

On June 14,1913, 40-year-old 
schoolteacher Davison ran 
out in front of King George 
V’s horse, Anmer, as it was 
racing in the Epsom Derby. 

She was trampled on and 
died from her injuries four 
days later at the Old Cottage 
Hospital in Alexandra Road, 
Epsom. 

It is believed she ran on to 
the racecourse to attach the 
WSPU flag to the horse. 

While a commemorative 
plaque for Davison, “heroine 
of the women’s suffrage 
movement”, was erected at 
the hospital, Epsom Downs 
Racecourse has, until now, 
never erected a memorial to 
mark her death. 

But on April 18 a small com¬ 
memorative plaque will be 
formally unveiled at a private 
ceremony by her great-great- 
great niece Lauren Caisley at 


a spot close to Tattenham Cor¬ 
ner, near where she died. 

To further mark the cente¬ 
nary, the Epsom Tree Adviso¬ 
ry Board is planning to plant 
a tree at the Cottage Hospital, 
and Epsom Council is asking 
artists to submit proposals for 
a piece of “contemporary 
public art”, to be located 
at a site on Epsom 
Downs such as 
roundabout. 

A council 
spokesman 
said: “The 

art should 
relate to the 
sacrifices 
and achieve¬ 
ments made \ 
by women in 
the past that 
have helped to es¬ 
tablish opportuni¬ 
ties for their full and 
equal participation in UK 
society. 

“The artwork does not have 
to relate directly to Emily 
Davison or the suffragettes.” 

He said it should be propor¬ 
tionate to the theme and size 
of the roundabout and must 
be clearly visible to motorists, 
while not obstructing their 
views. 

Surrey County Council has 
given approval in principle for 
the installation, but it will 


still require planning permis¬ 
sion and funding through 
fundraising, sponsorship and 
grants. 

Councillor Jean Steer, chair¬ 
woman of the social commit¬ 
tee, said: “Work of an 
innovative nature is encour¬ 
aged and it is our intention to 
have a public display of short¬ 
listed submissions to 
allow residents of 
the borough to 
have the op¬ 
portunity 
to express 
their opin¬ 
ion on the 
work.” 

, Bourne 
I Hall, in 
/ Spring 
/ Street, 

Ewell, will 
also be holding a 
free exhibition, 
Dying for the Vote, from May 
7 to July 27. 

It will be a comprehensive 
examination of Davison’s life 
and the suffragette movement 
in Surrey, and will celebrate 
the granting of votes for 
women in 1928. 

The exhibition will be open 
from 9am to 5pm, Tuesday to 
Saturday.

was cause to die for 
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Zero tolerance of crime 
and zero targets for cops 


Surrey’s new Police and 
Crime Commissioner (PCC) 
has unveiled plans for his 
time in office that focuses on 
zero tolerance while setting 
zero targets for the police. 

Kevin Hurley, an ex-police- 
man and army reservist offi¬ 
cer, was elected as Surrey’s 
first PCC in November al¬ 
though just 6 per cent of the 
electorate voted for him. 

Speaking to the Epsom 
Guardian straight after his 
election, he said he wanted to 
deliver a hardline focus on an¬ 
tisocial behaviour to reduce 
crime - the theme which char¬ 
acterises his police and crime 
plan for Surrey, 
which was published last 
Wednesday. 

In the plan, Mr Hurley vows 
to enforce a “robust ethos of 
zero tolerance in Surrey”, to 
deliver more visible street 
policing, and to put victims at 
the centre of the criminal jus¬ 
tice system. 

He said he will give people a 
greater say in how their 
streets are policed, protect 
local policing and has 
promised an “uncompromis¬ 
ing” approach to the stan¬ 
dards expected from the 
police.

But the 59-year-old repeated 
his belief that the “target cul¬ 
ture has had a negative effect 
on British policing over the 
past 20 years”. 

Speaking about the plan, he 
said: “My police and crime 
plan sets no numerical targets 
for Surrey Police. It is based 
on the simple principle of 
zero tolerance. However, no 
targets does not mean no 
accountability. 

“Nobody joins the police to 
chase targets. They join to do 
the right thing for the public. I 
want to liberate our police to 
do that. 

“Surrey Police has out¬ 
standing people. I believe in 
their desire to do the best they 
can for our community and I 
believe in their ability to do 
so.” 

Mr Hurley said he will “con¬ 
tinue with my campaign for 
fairer funding of policing for 
Surrey taxpayers” as they pay 
the highest level of council 
tax for policing in the country, 
and said he wants Surrey 
to collaborate with 
neighbouring police forces 
to “share as many police

functions as possible and, 
in the future, consider 
amalgamation”. 

He said this collaboration 
would include developing pro¬ 
tocols between neighbouring 
forces so the nearest unit 
could respond to calls for 
help, regardless of county 
borders. 

Mr Hurley said the budget 


for Surrey Police in 2013-14 is 
£207.7m, but the force will 
have to find £7m of savings 
over the next four years - “a 
substantial management and 
operational challenge”. 

The budget for Mr Hurley’s 
own office has been set at 
£1.9m, which includes 
£659,000 that he receives for 
funding community safer pro¬ 
jects. He said he has already 
allocated £150,000 to support a 
domestic abuse outreach ser¬ 
vice, and drug testing in cus¬ 
tody and drug treatment 
programmes for users. 

He said an annual police and 
crime summit would be held 
in each borough and district, 
together with the council 
leader and chief executive, 
which people would be able to 
attend to give their views. De¬ 
tails of Mr Hurley’s visit to 
Epsom and Ewell have not yet 
been released. 

The plan states: “While 
much has been said about the 
low turnout for this first PCC 
election, and I believe there 
are serious lessons to learn 
from that, I am very positive 
about the role and difference 
it will make in our county.”

Residents’ relief as pharmacy gets go ahead 


A popular pharmacist is 
“elated” after his second 
application to open a much- 
needed pharmacy in a vil¬ 
lage with a large elderly 
population was approved. 

Lloyds pharmacy, the 
only chemist in Ashtead 
Village, closed down in 
February last year, forcing 
patients to travel to other 
dispensaries in Craddocks 
Parade and Barnett Wood 
Lane for their medicines. 

An application to open a 
new pharmacy in exactly 


the same spot in the Street 
by Abdool Kureeman, 
owner of Ashtead’s Buck- 
ley Pharmacy, was refused 
by the NHS in June last 
year - outraging residents, 
councillors and MP Chris 
Grayling. 

But, the NHS has ap¬ 
proved a second applica¬ 
tion submitted by Mr 
Kureeman to open a re¬ 
placement pharmacy, now 
in the old Barclays bank 
premises, which would pro¬ 
vide a much expanded 


range of public health 
services. 

Mr Kureeman, who has 
worked as a pharmacist in 
Ashtead for 15 years, said: 
“I’m really happy, especial¬ 
ly for the elderly residents 
of Ashtead. 

“I’m very grateful to 
Chris Grayling, SAVE, all 
my councillors, Ashtead 
Good Neighbours, U3A and 
all the residents for their 
support.” 

There will now be a 30- 
day period, which will 


allow anyone affected by 
the application to comment 
on it, after which Mr 
Kureeman said he will be 
able to apply to register the 
new pharmacy and look at 
securing the premises. 

Gillian Russell, SAVE 
founder, said: “It was a 
brilliant victory for com¬ 
mon sense and people 
power.”

Ms Black said: “This is a 
new system, which after five 
days is obviously inefficient 
and not working. Surely it 
should not have gone live until 
staff were trained. 

“Enough pressure is put on 
Epsom’s A&E without added 
pressure from an incompetent 
service. Clearly the NHS now 
means ‘no health service’.” 

Dr Peter Stott, the clinical 
governance lead on 111 for 
Surrey, apologised to Ms 
Black for what had happened. 

He said that while the ser¬ 
vice is “functioning very well” 
during the week, there are 
problems at weekends when 
the service receives 5,000 calls 
a day - 60 per cent of them 
during the peak times of 8am 
to 10am at its two call centres. 

He said: “Everyone is 
learning. 

“It’s a new system and call 
handlers are being supported 
by GPs, nurses and 
paramedics in the call centres. 


“We are changing rotas to 
ensure more people are there 
to answer calls at peak times. 

“But if it’s not an urgent 
problem then people could put 
off calling for an hour or two.” 

Dr Stott said the situation at 
A&Es is being monitored and 
people could also call PALs on 
01372 897888 to report difficul¬ 
ties with the 111 service. 

Epsom Councillor Colin 
Taylor, a member of Surrey 
County Council’s health 
scrutiny committee, said: “It’s 
a good idea to have a separate 
service, but if you’re going to 
have that then it has to be 
reliable. 

“The last thing we want is for 
somebody to suffer because 
they are expecting a call back 
and didn’t get one.” 

The number of patients at¬ 
tending Epsom A&E jumped 
by 10 per cent last weekend, 
but a spokesman said it is 
too early to tell whether 
that was due to the 111 ser¬ 
vice, or if it was part of a 
trend.

Keep your dogs safe 
from killer lungworm

A woman has spoken out to warn 
fellow dog owners after her 
beloved pet was struck down by a 
“silent killer”. 

Lyn Turley, from Kingscroft 
Road, Woodmansterne, was left 
distraught when vets found her 
dog Lottie was suffering from 
lungworm, a potentially lethal 
parasite. 

Mastiff cross Lottie is among a 
growing number of dogs now 
catching lungworm through eat¬ 
ing snails and slugs in the 
Banstead and Epsom area, espe¬ 
cially on the Downs. 

In the past it used to be confined 
to just a few areas of the country 
during wet weather but is now 
widespread. 

Ms Turley said: “It was awful. 
Just terrible. You never expect 
something like that especially as I 
had never heard of it. 

“She was in perfect good health 
and had no symptoms at all. They 
call it the silent killer.” 

Banstead Village Veterinary 
Surgery, in Banstead High Street, 
only found out that Lottie had 
lungworm when she had a neuter¬ 
ing operation, but they acted 
quickly to save her life in 
February. 

During the operation vets no¬ 
ticed a lot of blood oozing from 
her tissues, one of the symptoms 
of lungworm that causes poor 
blood clotting. 

Ms Turley said: “The next day 
Lottie was looking poorly and sad. 
Basically she was dying because 
that is what lungworm does.” 

The vets gave Lottie intravenous 
fluids and a plasma expander but 
it was not working fast enough so 
they rushed in Lottie’s brother 
Boycie to give her a blood 
transfusion. 

Unfortunately Boycie was un¬ 
able to give blood and nurse Julie 
Shepherd went out to fetch her 


own dog Tai to act as a donor. 

Ms Turley said: “I think the vets 
were a million per cent fantastic. 
It was beyond my wildest hopes 
really.” 

On Friday vet Andy Downing 
said they had a sick puppy in who 
may have had lungworm and 
there had been a “flurry” of cases, 
particularly from Epsom Downs. 

Mr Downing said: “We are see¬ 
ing more and more of it. 


Lungworm is a growing 
problem.” 

He said the increase could be 
due to weather and the number of 
snails and slugs, adding they tend 
to see one dog with lungworm a 
month now, double the number 
seen in past years. 

Dog owners can buy a monthly 
spot on product called Advocate to 
help prevent lungworm.

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Early milk delivery does 
not float like a butterfly

A man woken by a noisy milk 
float at 4am last week has 
slammed the company for 
using diesel milk floats and de¬ 
livering so early. 

Hearing the roar of a diesel 
engine, the glare of headlights 
and the slam of doors outside 
his Ewell Court home on 
Thursday morning he as¬ 
sumed it must be an ambu¬ 
lance attending an emergency. 

But the man, 59, who asked 
not to be named, said he was 
amazed to look out of the bed¬ 
room window and find the ve¬ 
hicle was in fact a milk float. 

He said: “Is this the end of 
the old electric and silent milk 
float? It has no doors to slam 
and no diesel engine to wake 
me.” 


The man said the driver 
slammed the door getting in 
and out of the float to drop off 
milk, before roaring off. 

He said: “I understand in 
rural areas this is the only way 
to deliver, but here in subur¬ 
bia, is it really necessary? 

“Is it really required to 
deliver at 4am?” 


He called on milk&more, 
which is part of the Dairy 
Crest group, to send out its 
diesel vans at a more reason¬ 
able hour as it seeks to com¬ 
pete with home grocery 
delivery services. 

He said he could always wear 
ear plugs, but then he would 
sleep through car windows 


being smashed by thieves, who 
have targeted his road three 
times over the past two years. 

He said during the last theft, 
he heard noises outside and 
was able to ring police, adding: 
“Funnily enough they also call 
at about 4 am, but they are a bit 
quieter.” 

A milk&more spokesman 
said the milkman concerned 
would be spoken to, but said: “I 
have to say it is a very unusual 
case. I have never heard of it 
being reported to us before. 

“Milkmen are very conscious 
about waking people up and I 
would assume it is a one-off.” 

She said delivering very 
early in the morning had been 
common for many years and 
electric models were not being 
phased out, but diesel vehicles 
are used when the rounds in¬ 
volved long distances.

The men spent Monday night in 
a barn in East Sussex, Tuesday 
night on the ferry from Newhaven 
port to Dieppe and Wednesday 
night in a tent in Forge-Les-Eaux. 

Mr Bates said he had chronic 
pain in both ankles while running 
from Gisors to Foret Domaniale de 
Saint-Germain-en-Laye on Friday. 

After their last night in a tent, 
they ran the final stretch to the 
Eiffel Tower on Saturday. 

They have been training for the 
ordeal since August last year.

House hunter numbers are rising 
and first-time buyers now make 
up a quarter of the market. 

But as many as 40 per cent of 
woul-be home owners in a survey 
by Nationwide say they are 
confused by the jargon surroun¬ 
ding purchasing a property. 

With this in mind, the National 
Association of Estate Agents 
(NAEA) releases a jargon-busting 
list to assist house hunters with 
the buying process. 

A chain refers to the sequence 
of buyers and sellers. Because 
most sellers are also buyers there 
can often be a chain of people 
waiting on each other. If a buyer 
or seller drops out, the chain can 
collapse and the purchase of a 
home can be cancelled or delayed.

Conveyancing is managed by a

Disbursements are payments 
made by your solicitor to other 
people on your behalf, such as 
stamp duty, land registry charges

Exchange of contracts is the

Freehold is the ownership of 
the land and any property that 
stands on it 

Leasehold is the ownership of 
property for a certain length of 
time. This is common for flats and 
maisonettes and usually involves 
payment of ground rent and 
maintenance charges. When the 
lease expires, ownership of the 
property returns to the 
freeholder. 

Building survey is a report 
into the physical state of the

State of roads is key to safety 


Drink-drive ban is not priority now, say AA members 


Nearly three-quarters of 
AA members believe that 
improving main roads 
would make the biggest 
contribution to reducing 
road deaths and injuries. 

This is an almost complete 
reversal of opinion compared 
to 20 years ago, new AA 
research reveals. 

In a speech to the 
Parliamentary Advisory 
Committee on Transport 
Safety (PACTS) on March 21 
the AA’s president Edmund 
King also revealed that more 
than two-thirds of AA 
members (68 per cent) see 
improved training for drivers 
and road users as the next 
best way to make roads safer. 
In 1993, that approach had 
little support. 

Some views haven’t 
changed in 20 years. 

Although a total ban on 


drink-driving, once top 
priority, has lost importance, 
random breath testing 
attracts consistently strong 
support (59 per cent), while 
20mph speed limits in 
residential areas, despite a 
growing roll-out by UK 
councils, draws the same 
level of muted enthusiasm 
(43 per cent) among motorists 
as a whole as it did in 1993. 

AA members ranked ways 
to reduce road traffic 
accidents and injuries as to 
what they thought would be 
the most effective. 

1. Improve main roads (72 
per cent); 

2. Stronger driver and 
pedestrian training (68 per 
cent); 


3. Total drink-drive ban (63 
per cent); 

4. Random breath tests (59 
per cent); 

5. Improve public transport 
(59 per cent);

7. More severe laws and 
penalties (48 per cent); 

8. Black spot warning signs 
(47 per cent); 

9. More cycle paths and 
priority (45 per cent); 

10. Restrict passengers (45 
per cent) 

11.20mph limits in 
residential areas (43 per cent) 

12. Driver retest after age 65 
(35 per cent) 

Edmund King, the AA’s 
president and Visiting 


Professor of Transport at 
Newcastle University, said: 
“The UK has made 
tremendous progress in 
reducing the carnage on our 
roads in the last 45 years or 
so. 

“We have gone from 146 
fatalities per million 
inhabitants in 1965 to 28 
fatalities per lm in 2012. This 
puts the UK at the top of the 
European Road Safety 
League but more can be done 
to stop five people being 
killed each day on the roads 
of the UK. 

“In the last 20 years we have 
seen road deaths reduce by 
almost 2,000 people per year. 

“In 1993, the number one 
priority for drivers in 



reducing fatalities was a total 
drink drive ban. Today the 


number one priority is 
improving main roads which 
is mentioned by 72 per cent of 
drivers. 

“The second priority is to 
improve the training of 
drivers and pedestrians. 

“In reality, we need a host 
of improvements in 
education, engineering and 
enforcement to continue to 
reduce deaths and serious 
injures on our roads.” 

He added: “Governments 
and opposition parties often 
assume they know what 
motorists think in a 
stereotypical way but when it 
comes to safety they quite 
often get it wrong. The driver 
today is more a Mr Tufty 
than a Mr Toad. ”

Sutton enter the final

Shawn Renwick is focused on
